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NOTES OF OASES. 



Bawdy House. — A covered wagon travelling from place to place, in which 
prostitution is carried on, is held in Slate v. Oliauvet (Iowa), 51 L. E. A. 630, to 
constitute "a house of ill fame" within the meaning of the statute prohibiting 
the keeping of such house. 

Constitutional Law — Municipal Ordinance — Disckimination. — An 
ordinance imposing a greater license fee for the sale of intoxicants on the main 
street of a town than for a license on other streets is held, in Harrodsburg v. Ben- 
fro (Ky.), 51 L. B. A. 897, to be unconstitutional. 



Wrongful Death — Illegitimate Child — Mother's Bight. — The mother 
of an illegitimate child is, in Alabama & V. B. Co. v. Williams (Miss. ), 51 L. B. 
A. 836, denied a right of action for its death under a statute authorizing such ac- 
tions by the mother or other specified relatives of the deceased person. 



Payment to Foreign Administrator. — In Maas v. German Sav. Bank 
(N. Y. Sup. Ct.), 71 N. Y. Supp. 483, it is held that while payment to a foreign 
administrator is a valid payment, if there be no domestic administrator, yet if 
there be a domestic administrator, a payment made to the former is invalid, and is 
no defense to an action by the domestic administrator. 



Eminent Domain — Branch Boad — Public Use. — A railroad company is 
held, in Kansas & T. Coal Bailway v. Northwestern C. & M. Co. (Mo.), 51 L. B. 
A. 936, to have the right of eminent domain, though its road is short and built 
chiefly for the transportation of the coal of a coal company which is composed of 
substantially the same persons that are in the railroad company. 



Nuisance — Eight of Municipality to Enjoin by Suit. — In Coast Co. v. 
Spring Lake (N. J. Err. & App.), 51 L. R. A 657 it is held that a municipality, 
as the representative of the public, may sue to abate or prevent a nuisance upon 
public property within its limits. The authorities as to the right of a municipality 
to maintain suit to enjoin or abate a public nuisance are collected in a note to this 
case. 



Partnership — Malicious Prosecution. — The liability of a partnership in 
an action for malicious prosecution is sustained in Page v. Citizens' Bkg. Co. (Ga.), 
51 L. R. A. 463, when the prosecution was instituted in furtherance of the 
interests of the partnership and by direct authority of its members. 

A note to this case reviews the authorities on the subject of the liability of 
partnership for torts. 

Nuisance — Created by License — Liability of Landowner. — The liability 
of a landowner for a nuisance created by another person is held, in Bockport v. 
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Rockport Granite Co. (Mass.), 51 L. E. A. 779, to exist in the case of a derrick 
with a guy rope stretched across a highway so low as to be dangerous to travelers, 
where the landowner permitted it to remain after he had knowledge of it, though 
it was erected by a licensee. 



A bill in equity to restrain an action at law on a judgment is upheld in Dowell 
v. Goodwin (R. I. ), 51 L. R. A. 873, where the judgment had been obtained by 
the fraud of an officer charged with the service of the writ, who falsely returned 
that he had served it ; and an action at law against the officer is held not to con- 
stitute an adequate remedy at law. 

The rule in Virginia is otherwise. See Preston v. Kindriek, 3 Va. Law Reg. 
768, and note. 

Guaranty — Notice of Acceptance. — Notice of the acceptance of a guaranty 
is held, in German Sav. Sank v. Drake Roofing Co. (Iowa), 51 L. R. A. 758, 
necessary to bind the guarantor, where the guaranty is made to secure advances 
by a bank to another person, on checks, drafts, and overdrafts to a limited amount, 
within a specified period, although there is an express waiver of demand, notice, 
and protest in collecting such obligations. 



Master and Servant — Medical Attention to Injured Employee — 
Authority or Foreman. — The general doctrine that a master is not required 
to furnish medical aid to a servant, as shown by a note in 28 L. R. A. 546, is 
recognized in Godshaiv v. J. N. Struck & Sro., 51 X. R. A. 668, which holds that 
a foreman in charge of the carpenter work on a building has no implied authority 
to engage a physician for an injured employee. 



Church Tribunals — Interference by Courts. — The rule generally 
adopted by the courts, as shown by the note in 42 L. R. A. 235, against inter- 
ference with church tribunals on ecclesiastical matters, is held, in Hatfield v. Be 
Long (Ind.), 51 L. R. A. 751, not to prevent an injunction against proceedings 
for the expulsion of a member by a church tribunal which has not been organized 
in conformity with the constitution of the church. 



Bills and Notes — Alteration. — The addition by the payee, after delivery 
of a note to him of the name of another person as co-maker, is held in Brown v. 
Johnson (Ala. ), 51 L. R. A. 403, to constitute such an alteration of the instrument 
as will relieve the maker. 

The authorities on the subject of alteration by the addition of new promisors, 
are collected in 2 Am. & Eng. Enc. Law (2d. ed.), 232, 234. 



Sales — Warranties — Written Contract — Deceit. — Plaintiffs sold de- 
fendant a cash register by written contract, in which there were no warranties. 
In an action for the price, defendant offered testimony of false representations as 
to the quality of the machine, which the lower court excluded as tending to con- 
tradict the written contract. On appeal it was Held, that such evidence was 
admissible— Hollwood Cash Register Co. v. Millard (Mich. ), 86 N. W. 833.
